of the United States \e} we suppose, the 
moat considerate and rfecorus legislative 
body in tho world. Al regard for the 
rights, the wishes aad the feelings of each 
otker has, with some unfortunate and nota- 
ble exceptions, always | characterized its 
deliberations, and the mutual respect and 
confidence of its members bate largely 
added to Us dignity, its usefulness, and to 
tbe consideration la which it Is held by Ihe 
people. Indeed, the American legislative 
bodies are exceptionally! decorous amoog 
the deliberative assemblies of free Inetitu 
lions, and the disorder of the House of 
Representatives, of which we bear so 
much, and.which is so olkeo beld up to tbe 
public reprobation, Is ^Quaker meetmg 
compared with tbe cheers and groans, the 
sbonts and cat-call!;, tbat abake tbe British 
House of Commons, or the violent and de- 
nunciatory interruptions which disturb the 
debates of the French Chamber. But lat- 
terly an attempt has been made to miErep- 
recent lhat courtesy and to hold np tbe 
Senators is a gang of greedy cormorants, 
intent upon nothing but grasping offices to 
reward tbeir friends and to perpetuate 
themselves in place.

ferred to Ibe appropriate committee, not a 
member of which, In most cases, has any 
personal knowledge of the nominee. It is 
referred in tbe committee to some mem- 
ber, tbe one, if tbere be auch, who is most 
likely, from vicinity ofc residence, or other 
c rcumstaDce, to bare a knowledge, or tbe 
means of knowledge, of tbe case. Of 
whom should he inquire as Jo tbe fitness 
of the nominee9 Assuredly* tbe most nat 
ural persons to approach arc the Senators 
from the State m which Ibe nominee lives, 
and Ihcir judgmebt has, of course, greater 
»eight than tbat of Senators who have no 
personal information in the matter. But 
it is by no means conclusive, ana tbe jour- 
nals of tbe Senate are fall of examples 
where nominations have been confirmed or 
rejected, against tbe wishes »f tbe Senators 
from the State to which they appertain. 
Mr. Frye is reported by tbe newspapers to 
have said Ibat every appointment In tbe 
State of Maine, during Ihe administration 
of Mr Hajes, was made against tbe re- 
commendations of the Senators from tbat 
State 
We think that Mr |Frye was mis- 


understood or misrepresented 
The two 


Senators from Maine wore not on Intimate 
or very friendly terms at the White Uouse 
and tbe nominations were,imany of tbem, 
perhaps most of tbem, but not all, unac- 
ceptable to the Senators. 


So tbe President, m making Ins nomina- 


tions, cannot know personally the charac- 
ter of all the men whose names ho sends in 
nor ot tbe men by whom tbey are recom- 
mended to him. Very frequently it must 
happen that neither be noc the bead of tbe 
department to which tne nomination per- 
tains knows a single man jia tbe district 
where tbe nominee lives and where be is to 
look for information 
How should he in 


form himself? Of whom should be make 
inquiry' Of whom but of tbe Senators and 
Representatives, wfto are the certificated 
agents of tbe people? If these agree in tbe 
recommendation of a nominee, tbe recom- 
mendation carries great weight, and If un. 
opposed It generally prevails. If tbere be 
a disagreement among the members of 
Congress, or if tbere be other recommend 
ations, tbe President gives to them such 
weight as he thinks them entitled to, and 
acts accordingly. It very frequently hap- 
pens tbat nominations are msde unaccept- 
able (o £he Senators from the States to 
which tbey belong, and tbey are often con- 
firmed. 
Tbe "courtesy of tbo Senate" Is 


no more than tbe civility among men who 
are acting together, with mutual confi- 
dence and good wlll,arid tbe deference tbat 
Is paid to those who are b*»t acquainted 
with and most Interested In I tbe subjects 
under actual consideration. The Senators 
are not a band of office seekers or office 
brojiers.
